LONDON, Jan. 17—The battered 
Polish capital of W arsaw was cap­ 
tured today by Russian armies of 
Field M arshal Gregory K. Zhukov 
storming into the ravaged city from 
two 'bridgeheads over the Vistula 
river from the south. 
The city of 1.300,000 was the first 
European capital to fall to th e G er­ 
m ans in this war. 
It was the 15th 
to be liberated. 
M arshal Stalin 
announced 
the 
momentous victory in a

While Warsaw was freed from the 
G eitnans for the first time in more 
than five years, other Russian a r­ 
mies were driving on other sections 
of the 600-mile battlefield from the 
Baltic to the Balkans.
